Hampton Court.—One of the most joyous scenes ever witnessed

To meet this excess over the ordinary traffic, special trains were 
despatched at certain intervals, and, with the exception of ea 
extra work to the guards, porters, and officials of the railway, an 
alittle extra pushing and squeezing upon the platform, everything 
passed off remarkably well. But, in addition to all this pleasurable 
stir as evidenced at the railways, there was an almost unaccounta- 
ble assemblage of vans at the far-famed spot we have ILLUSTRATED, 
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the extraordinary fineness of the day adding greatly to the 
hilarity and beauty of the scene. 

Tue Great WesterRN Rarttway directors, in order to cater 
for the amusement of the holiday folks, issued excursion tickets 
from Paddington to Reading at remarkably low fares, namely, 
third class, there and back, at 8s. This had the effect of drawing 
vast crowds of the inhabitants from London into Berkshire ; 
whilst some thousands, on the other hand, anxious to see London 
with its paved streets of gold, came by the cheap trains, and at once 
set off to visit some of our most popular places of amusement. | 

Tne BrigHTon AND Sourn Coasr RatLway excursion 
trains were on amost extensive and unprecedentedly low scale. The 
announcement of from ‘‘ London to Brighton and back for 3s. 6d. 
attracted such a concourse of persons as was never before geen 
waiting at London to visit that popular watering-place. Trains

Tue Diorama, Re@ent’s-park.—The two noble pictures 
representing the Castle of Stolzenfels, on the Rhine, where her Ma- 
jesty Queen Victoria was entertained by the King of Prussia in 
1845, and the Shrine of the Nativity at Bethlehem, were much 
admired by the numerous and fashionable visitors. 

Burrorp’s PanoramMa.—The eternal icebergs of the Polar 
Regions invest Burford’s Panorama, which depicts the summer 
and winter of Greenland, with an absorbing interest. And the 
holiday folk obviously sympathized with the mysterious fate of the 

reat voyager, in whom every nation takes so great and active an 
interest. The singular beauty of the Lakes of Killarney exhibited 
a striking contrast to the Polar views. There was a continuous 
stream of visitors, 

At THE CoLosseum the “ Paris,”’ Stalactite Caverns, Swiss 
Cottage, Alpine Scenery, and other delightful objects yielded ex- 
traordinary pleasure to the well-dressed crowd who were present 
during the day and evening exhibitions; and the same remark will 
apply to the Cyclorama. 

Tue Britian Musevum.—The number of visitors at this estab- 
lishment on Monday was 20,114, poser 3 an increase of 2744 as 
compared with Whit-Monday last year, when the number was 17,370. 

MapaME Tussavun’s,—This exhibition was visited by a crowd 
of holiday folks. The great room was several times filled to incon- 
venience; and the smaller room, or Chamber of Horrors, was also 
crowded, 

Tue Bartiu or Traratcan.—The model of the Battle of 
Trafalgar, in New Bond-street, was patronized by many persons, 
including navaland military officers. 

Zooroaicat Garnpens, Recent’s-panx.—In order to afford a 
treat to the holiday-seekers, these gardens were thrown open at 
half the usual price charged for admission. This fact, coupled with 
the fineness of the day, attracted many thousand visitors. Great 
improvements have lately been made in these grounds, giving more 
scope for promenade, and also for observing the habits of m. \ of 
the larger animals and birds. Several additions have take» + ‘ace 
in the natural history department—many being the gift of her 
Majesty. The flowers here are in the highest perfection; and 
the whole scene was gay, nll & and pleasing. 

St. Pavu's.—As is generally the case on all holiday occasions, 
but few parties paid for admission to see this national edifice ; no 
doubt owing to the high price charged, 

Westuinsten Anney.—This sacred edifice presented a very 
different aspect to St. Paul’s, the place being visited by many 
hundred highly respectable and orderly persons. 

Tux Royan Potyrecunic.—This admirable institution, with 
its many thousand great attractions, drew together a vast number 
of pleasure-seekers. Asa novelty, the management had engaged 
the Alpine Singers, who performed their national airs with unusual 
excellence. Lectures on chemistry and other subjects, dissolving 
views, London in the sixteenth century, Xc., were among the enter- 
tainments provided for the holiday folks. 

Tue National GaLLeny.—A continuous stream of persons 
poured through the rooms, the keepers finding it totally impossible 
to maintain the rule limiting the number in the gallery at one time 
to 200.

PARIS AND THE PARISIANS, 
(From our own Correspondent.) 
The Greek affair is much talked of, but not with any asperity, by 


the people generally. They very properly see in it a quirk of 


certain diplomatists. In the salons, on the contrary, the stiff and 
starched ‘‘ excellencies’’ are as bitter and contemptuous against 
my Lord Palmerston as our worst enemies could wish. Lord Nor- 
manby is at Versailles, and in no hurry to leave Paris or France ; 
and this complicates the whole matter for the belligerents most 
curiously. 

There have been, I hear, great doings at Rome; for instance, a 
grand illumination of St. Peter’s, with its magical effects of 
changing jeg a spectacle, perhaps, unique in the world, On 
Ascension-day the Pope gave his blessing from the balcony of 
8. John di Lateran, the benediction “ Urbi et orbi.’’ A dense and 
compact crowd was assembled in the piazza to receive it. The 
French troops were in line in front of the church, and fell on their 
knees when the Sovereign Pontiff, borne on his chair of state, and 
wearing the tiara, raised his hands to bestow his blessing on the 
people. At that moment the vast piazza of S. John di Lateran, 
thronged with troops of all arms, enlivened by costumes of all 
colours, and bounded by the picturesque Sabine mountains, and 
the aqueducts which Chateaubriand compared to so many triumphal 
arches destined to subserve the uses of the kingly citizens, presented 
acoup d’qil that could only have been witnessed at Rome. It is 
stated as an impossibility to describe the magnificence of the 
girandola which was exhibited in the evening at the Castle of 
5. Angelo. . 

The handsome young Emperor of Austria has every reason to be 
satisfied with his reception at Trieste. He arrived three hours 
previous to his appointed time, His unexpected arrival at the 
heights of Ofchina was suddenly announced by a cannon-shot from 
the castle hill, and immediately every house sent forth its quantum 
of confused and busy occupants, hurrying forth to meet the royal 
cortege. He is very intelligent, and will I hope be blessed with 
wise advisers. ' 

So friend Thiers, after seventeen years’ marriage, is about to 
become a father. He and his lady intend to visit Italy for the pur- 
pose of having the child baptized by the Pontiff. 

The Abbé Cochet, inspector of the historical monuments of his 
department (we learn from the Revue de Rouen), has recently 
made a new archwological discovery, ‘The workmen who were em- 
ployed in cutting a new road from Blangy towards Bolbee, across 
ln vavinea, dug into a Merovingian cemetery, very analogous to 
those discovered at Douvrend and at Londinigres, making the third 
Frankish cemetery found in the valley of the Haulne during the last 
twelve years. At Envermeu the Abbé Cochet has already upwards 
of fifty skeletons. Those of females are easily recognised by the 
necklaces, bracelets, and earrings, and the various implements of 
the toilette which accompany them, Those of males are ascertained 
by the long knives ab peignards, by styli, tweezers, and such 
oleate; warriors by swords, lances, and axes, ‘The most curious 
object is a Merovingian helmet. It is surmounted by a point like 
the casques worn by the Norman warriors, as represented in the 
Bayeux tapestry. 

It turns out, as I suspected, that Louis Napoleon knew nothing 
whatever of the very imprudent act of his Cabinet in recalling the 
French Ambassador.

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THE RAGGED SCHOOLS. 

Tur Daily News of Thursday devotes several columns to a 
discourse upon this subject, illustrated by certain accounts 
given of themselves by young thieves, who attribute their 
reformation to the Ragged Schools. We believe that, next to 
a dogged opposition to these establishments, nothing ean be 
more detrimental than an enthusiastic and unreflecting ap- 
proval, such as is likely to arise under the pressure of state- 
ments which have called their value in question, It is not for 
the purpose of attempting to define how far Ragged Schools 
are serviceable, or how far deficient, that we take up the sub- 
ject now, but to show how essential it is that every energy and 
vigilance should be employed to cleanse the lower classes of 
immoralities which are perfectly fearful, and reflect the highest 
stain upon a Christian country, 

We invite, then, the attention of our readers to the follow- 
ing extracts, which appear reliable from their tone; though it 
will be readily seen that, from the confessions of the young 
gentlemen themselves, their veracity is not the most trust- 
worthy in the world. One youth; speaking of his career 


prior to his admission to the Ragged School, informs us as 
follows :— 


“« My Sundays were spent playing at ‘rounders,’ and gambling. 
I used to play with thieves. Ihave seen them thieve when I was 
with them, f went with them on urpose to thieve myself: that 
was before I came to the Ragged Sehbol, We often used to go 
into shops and steal anything we could get. I always got part of 
what they stole. One day we went into the shop of a poor old 
woman, without money, and asked the price of different things; at 
last we upset a pail of water, and took a lot of brass weights and a 
dozen of congreves. We often used to go into shops like that, One 
boy would say to the woman in the shop, ‘ Here, look here, ma’am, 
he wants to take this;’ and, while she was looking at the boy 
pointed at, he would take whatever was nearest to him. ‘Theatres 
haye often tempted me to thieve for money to go. My mother 
used to let me go to theatres, singing-rooms, and ‘penny gafls, 


and come home at any time in th 
to me about it. I used to 
to the theatre. If I didn’t go 


e morning without saying a word 
go from three to five nights a week 
three I used to think I was lost. The 
gallery used to be sixpence. I always used to go to the gallery, 
barring the holiday times; then you might say I was breeched, for 
I used to save for it, and then go to the pit. “There are more boys 
go now that the price is threepence than ever there was, My 
companions used often to go into the crowd, just as if they were 
going im, and take a handkerchief from a gentleman’s pocket, 
come out and sell it, then 8° up; that was principally on benefit 
nights.

This is truly horrifying. When w 
tion of our population is of this class 
teeming immorality it is, the miracle 
murders, suicides, and other horrors, 
theatres and threepenny theatres, some of the latter posi- 
tively licensed, into which admission is gained by a preparatory 
theft—not committed through hunger, mind—singing-rooms, 
and Sunday fairs, are fine schools for rogues and vagabonds, 
But the worst is that the ruin does not end in the demoraliza- 
tion of citizens. This is a question of souls; and we are 
responsible in no small measure for their fate, What can be 
expected from such houses as the following, which are either 
licensed by a bench of magistrates, or the police are shame-

“These singing-rooms are generally at beer-shops—at some 
places you can go in if you are only fourteen. At most all the 
beer-shops the admission is free—some charge a penny, some a 
halfpenny. Some places they put a penny a pot on the beer; they 
charge dd. for porter, and Gd: for ale, for which you pay 4d. at the 
bar; they knows how to get it: it don’t matter to them who drink 
as long as they get the money, You will see boys and girls 
coming out between twelve and one o'clock in the morning: 
their language is awful; bad in the extreme. There are more 
go to these places on Saturday and Monday nights. Saturday 
is pay night; they go then because they have got the money to 
spend, A great many go on Sunday night, but there is no singing 
then—the law won’t allow it. I could take you to almost every 
singing-room in Bethnal-green-road; there are very few but what 
I have been to. If you notice, you will see put up, ‘Select har- 
mony this evening; admission free. Some have written up, 
‘Select concert—Monday, Wednesday, and Saturday evenings.’ 
The chairman sits at one end of the room, and the deputy at the 
other. The judge and jury clubs are open on Sunday night: they 
are generally held at beer-shops, sometimes at public-houses. Boys 
and girls are admitted to these as well as the singing-rooms. Tf 
either the complainant or the prisoner or any of them don’t speak 
the words right they are fined a 4d, ; the fines are kept on till they 
get ls., which is spent after it is over in liquor—sometimes the 
money is saved up for a supper once a quarter,” 


Now, however this state of society is to be reformed, 
whether by Ragged Schools or what not, it cannot be allowed 
to last with safety to society. These places and their singing 
licences ought to be put down as the first step ; and we should 
expect some good to arise from a commission to inquire into 
the operation of the Ragged Schools. Now we must own 
that to quote and rely upon the testimonies of these youths as 
to how much they owe their masters, mistresses, and the 
system in general, is nothing short of flat humbug and self- 
deception. Theterms in which they are given, the circumstances 
which elicit them, the persons who take down their dictation— 
if the affair is managed in that way—or who report their state- 
ments, all, for one reason or another, are tainted with suspicion. 
Masters and mistresses will make the best report of their own 
operations ; honorary secretaries will of course magnify the 
worth of their hobby; and the youths themselves, by the 
magniloquence of their gratitude, make us doubt that we know 


little of these celebrated institutions beyond their expressive 
and somewhat uncharitable name,

Earl Grey states that, in allowing his tenants an 
abatement according to the difference between the prices 
they have actually received for their corn, and those 
upon which they may have calculated, they will have 
the advantage of many circumstances reducing the cost 
of cultivation on which they could not reckon when 
they took their farms. There is hardly one of these 
farms which has not gained TE eae by the con- 
struction of the railroad which now passes through the 
country, giving them access to better markets than for- 
merly for their roduce, diminishing very much the 
expense both of elivering their produce and of obtam- 
ing manure, lime, &c. There has likewise been 4 great 
reduction in the price of almost everything they co 
sume on their farm, especially of cloverseed, oileake, 40 
other‘artificial food. 
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In California the Indian savages dwell in habitations of a 
most peculiar construction. They are large and roomy; the side 
walls are low, and formed of posts, connected by a thatch, and plas- 
tered with clay, which hardens in the sun, and forms a solid defence 
against the weather. The roof is broad, high, and sloping, formed 
by a thick, warm, and heavy thatch, with cross beams of rough wood 
and rafters laid lengthwise to assist in the support. These meet in 
the central line, where a strong timber runs the whole length of the 
building, upheld by rough trunks of trees, with forked branches left 
to aid in bearing up the ponderous roof. The floor is the earth, 
beaten hard, with piles of dried grass to serve as couches. 

A letter from Alexandria says, “The idlers among the 
good citizens of London might spend 20s., and a day much less pro- 
fitably than in an excursion to Southampton on the Ripon’s arrival 
there, to witness the debarkation of the living freight she this day 
bears away from our shores. A Nepaulese prince with a suite of 
many attendants—Persians, Hindoos, Arabs, with the usual motley 
group of homeward-bound Anglo-Indians—can by no means be 
reckoned as an unattractive exhibition in themselves; but, when we 
add the quadruped to the biped novelties, we may assert with safety 
that a more rare and heterogeneous collection has never before been 
landed on any single occasion on the shores of England. <A hippo- 
potamus, a Sahara ibex, lions, panthers, lynxes, and reptiles from 


Ethiopia and Southern Africa, reptiles from Abyssinia, goats from 
Cashmere, and some beautiful Arab horses, form a centre that ought 
to collect around it the interest of those possessed of taste and infor- 
mation. The hippopotamus, if it survives the voyage, which it at 
present has every appearance of doing, we believe will be the first 
living specimen that has reached any part of Kurope. The animal 
is still young, and has by no means grown to its full dimensions, 
but it is a most extraordinary creature both in appearance and 
habits. Its docility and attachment to its keepers are quite extra- 
ordinary, and it will not suffer the absence of one of the attending 
Arabs for any length of time. It requires a large daily supply of 
water, in which it lives for a few hours of every day. Its food con- 
sists at present of milk and Indian corn.” 

The driver of a coach which journeys between a distant 
city and Bath last week received a hint from the ostler of an inn in 
the suburbs of the latter city that a common informer was seated on 
the roof of his coach.

HorricuLruRAL Sociery.—The first meeting for the 
present season of the subscribers and patrons of the above society 
took place on Saturday last. The early part of the day was cloudy, 
and the wind having just shifted to the south-west, after blowing a 
long and strong gale from every other point of the compass, gave a 
strong indication that the day would be showery, and the place 
untenable, from rain.

West Inpia Main.—Sovurnampron.—The Clyde steam-ship, 
Captain Moss, arrived on Tuesday evening with the usual West 
Indian and Mexican mails. She brings 345,737 dollars on mer- 
chants’ account (exclusive of 70,033 dollars for the dividends), 45 
cases of cigars, 309 bales of tobacco, and 55 cases of pineapples. 
Jamaica was healthy, and the weather in the interior pleasant. In 
the towns the heat was oppressive. Dr. Scoffern’s new process of 
sugar-making was being introduced into the island. Business was 
dull, Native produce plentiful. Freights cheap. There was a 
general want of rain at the various islands touched at by the Clyde, 
and fears were entertained for the crops. ‘The cholera had broken 
out at Havanah, and had carried offa number of the inhabitants, 
but was on the decrease. At Bermuda the potato crop had been a 
total failure, and the arrowroot crop exceedingly short. From 
Mexico nothing worthy of notice. 

Tun Overtanp Maut.—Correspondence and files of newspapers 
from India and China have arrived by extraordinary express, in 
anticipation of the overland Calcutta mail. The dates are, Calcutta, 
April 8; Madras, April 11; Bombay, April 17; and China, March 
99, Strife and turbulence continue on the Kohat frontier; the 
Afreedies hold the fastnesses, and a new expedition is preparing 
against them. Various plans for quieting these Afreedies were in 
contemplation—one was to devastate their villages and destroy 
their crops, 60 as to starve them into submission; another, to bribe 
one tribe to keep the others in order; the third, to take a body of 
them into our service as hill-rangers; the last being by much the 
most plausible-looking of the three. These disturbances are of 
course often to be looked for ona hill frontier where the strongholds 
are inthe hands of the enemy. One of these broke out in Oudh, 
and a detachment of our troops, consisting of a wing of the 10th 
Bengal Native Infantry, and a couple of guns, with artillerymen, 
was ordered out to aid the King’s forees. The refractory land- 
holder took refuge in a fort named Bettan, where he was attacked 
by the combined forces, and successfully resisted us. Our loss 
consisted of Lieutenant E.D. Elderton and 10 men of the 10th 
Bengal Native Infantry killed, and 25 wounded ; of the artillery, 11 
men and one gun; and 70 men of the King’stroops. The garrison 
lost no more than eight or ten men, and etfected a retreat from the 
fort during the night of the 29th of March. The rest of our Bastern 
dominions continue tranquil and healthy.--The Governor-General 
was to have quitted Calcutta for Simlaon the lithinst. Sir Charles 
Napier was in the Jullundhur Doab, from whence he proceeds to 
Simla. Sir H. Pottinger and Sir G. Berkeley continue at Madras, 
Lord Falkland leaves Bombay for the Mahabuleswar hills. Sir 
Erskine Perry is looked for by the Ceylon steamer. The resident 
at Indore, Mr. R. N. C, Hamilton, has been honourably acquitted 
of the eneries preferred against him by his assistant, Captain 
Harris, who has been remanded to his regiment. The steam-frigate 
Feroze, on her return from Caleutta, whither she had conveyed the 
Marquis of Dalhousie and staff, got ashore on the James and Mary 
Sands, and was for some time feared to be in considerable danger; 
she has since then been got off. Smallpox continued to prevail at 
Caleutta and in Bombay, but the character of the disease at the 
latter place was of the mildest kind, 

Cuina.—We have accomplished the destruction and dispersion 
of a large body of pirates, withthe barning of their fleet, her Ma- 
rae steamer Medea, Commander Lockyer, being the fortunate 
netrument, The Medea left for Singapore and bay on the 
10th, at 10 a.m., en rowle for England. The Lady Mary Wood 
left for Shanghae on the 11th, and arrived in six days, having bad 
three days of very hard head wind; she made the ran down in 
three days anda half. The intelligence by her is to the Zlst. It 
comprises the death of the Emperor Taou-kwang, on the 
25th of February, in the 68th or 60th year of his age.

Exurprrion or 1851.—Among the subscriptions last 
reported to her Majesty’s commissioners appear numerous contri- 
butions from the working classes throughout the country. In the 
metropolis the workmen in the employ of Mr. T. Cubitt have sub- 
scribed £40; those of Messrs. Broadwood £10.10s. The establish- 
ment of Messrs. Waterlow, lithographers, £21, 10s.; the locomotive 
establishment of the London and South-Western Railway, £29. 13s. 
The building committee of the Royal Commission has met in the new 
Palace of Westminster during the week. 

Royau Instirution.—Thé subject of Dr. Faraday’s 
fourth lecture on Saturday last was ‘‘achimney.” ‘The importance 
of chimneys, and the great work they perform in clearing away not 
only the products of combustion, but the air vitiated by respiration, 
were strongly insisted on, and numerous illustrations were pre- 
sented for the purpose of showing the amount of work done by a 
chimney. <A parlour fire will consume in twelve hours 40 lbs. of 
coal, and the combustion of that weight of fuel will vitiate 42,000 

allons of air, so as to be unfit to support life. Not only is that 
Jarge amount of deleterious products carried away and rendered 
innoxious by the chimney, but five times that quantity of air are also 
carried up by the force of the draught, by which means the ventila- 
tion of our apartments is effectually maintained. The actual 
weight of matter, indeed, that ascends a chimney in the course of 
twelve hours exceeds 20001bs. The application of a jet of steam 
to increase the blast of locomotive engine furnaces was illustrated 
in a variety of ways. In the first place, the lower end of a bent 
glass tube was placed in a dish which contained coloured liquid, 
the 473 end being inverted into a larger and horizontal tube, A 
jet of high-preseure steam directed through the larger tube caused 
such a rush of air to supply the place of the air expelled by the 
steam that the coloured liquid rose to the top of thetube, The 
effect of the steam jet was also illustrated by the smoke of gun- 

owder, which was blown from one end of a long iron tube, at which 
it was ignited, to the other end, whence it issued like smoke from 
the mouth of acannon, In conclusion, the mechanical force of 
a jet of high-pressure steam was shown by causing it to sustain 
in’ the air an egg, which was seen dancing about without anything 
apparent to support it. 

CurnesE TRADITION oF THE DeLuce.—lIn an address 
delivered, in Dublin, Dr. Gutzlaff made the following statement :— 
“Let them now look to the east of Asia, and there on its shore, 
washed by the Pacific, they would find Chine, an ancient nation, 
which has retained its customs for over 2000 years, with a strictness 
and attachment that would do honour to better things, In fact, 
the Chinese have a continuous history even from the Deluge up to 
the present time. They have writers in all times and in all circum- 
stances, and they have a language which, in its essential parts, has 
undergone very little change for the past 2000 years.” 

Exiectric TeELecraru Across THE ATLANTIC.—The 
New York papers give full particulars of Mr. John Wilkes’s plan 
for forming a line of electric telegraph between North America and 
Europe--for carrying out which a company is stated to be forming 
in that city. He proposes to lay down at the bottom of the seaa 
wire of solid iron, well insulated, from the eastern coast of New- 
foundland to the western cvast of Ireland. On the good anchoring 
ground which lies 500 m; es distant from the first of these countries 
he will establish a repea'' g station, by which the length of wire 
will be reduced to 1600 English miles. However deep may be the 
Atlantic, he proposes to conduct his wire along its bottom, The 
work will be done in two years, and will cost about 500,000 dollars. 

Cu.tTure or THE Porato.—There is so much importance 
attached at present to the productive cultivation of this root that 
the method practised in the husbandry of Germany, as detailed in 
the following curious and perhaps valuable article from the National 
Boulonnais, may not be unacceptable to our agricultural readers :— 
‘‘ Method Used in a Great Part of Germany for Increasing the 
Produce of the Potato Plant: The potato is planted whole, without 
any preparation, only allowing a little more space than usual, 
When the plants have attained the height of the hand, they are 
also cleaned and hoed as usual. When, however the time for 
drawing up the earth around them is arrived, the following process 
is adopted instead :—‘ The green stalks are divided and laid down 
by the hand on the flat soil in the form of the spokes of a wheel 
and covered with the neighbouring earth—the operation being 
readily performed by placing the foot on the plant. Some weeks 
later the leaves begin to push through the soil, when they are 
again laid down and avered with four inches of earth. This is all 
the labour required, and occupies about the same time as the 
ordinary hoeing-up process, but it produces six times more fruit. 
The subterranean stalks are covered with potatoes in the form of a 
wreath or chaplet.’ ”’ 


Tur NationaL Vaccine EsTABLISHMENT.—An in- 
teresting report from this establishment has just been presented to 
both Houses of Parliament by command of her Majesty. During 
the past year it is stated 172,944 charges of lymph have been dis. 
tributed and 9089 children have been vaccinated by the surgeons 
appointed in the London districts. The board have likewise received 
returns of 114,190 cases vaccinated with lymph from the National 
Vaccine Establishment. But, notwitstanding the large supplies of 
lymph which have been furnished from the National Vaccine 
Establishment, the board express their deep regret that the pro- 
tective power of vaccination is still so much neglected as to permit 
a frightful amount of mortality trom smallpox in the United 
Kingdom, 

Suuck THE Doa-riznp,—This phantom (says the 
author of “ Notes and Queries ’’) I haye heard many persons in East 
Norfolk, and even Cambridgeshire, describe as having seen as a 
black shaggy dog, with fiery eyes, and of immense size, and who 
visits churchyards at midnight. One witness nearly fainted away 
at seeing it, and, on bringing his neighbours to see the place where 
he saw it, he found a large spot as if gunpowder had been exploded 
there. A lane in the parish of Overstrand is called after him 
Shuck’s-lane,

Dumaresq, we regret to record, has been the first to justify the fore. 
podings entertained. The Birkenhead, Queen’s steamer, of 1200 
tons, Captain Stevens, having anchored in the roads in the evening, 
under the charge of Mr. Gallichan, Queen’s pilot, with the depét 
26th Regiment on board, from Queenstown, freland, for the Jersey 
station, the CUCKOO proceeded to her early on the following morning 
and took on board 300 of her troops, with whom she was steaming 
towards Victoria Harbour at about half-past five o’clock, being at 
the time in charge of Mr. Payn, Queen’s pilot, when her starboard 
bow suddenly struck upon the dangerous and unbeaconed rocks in 
question. Just previously, Captain Dumaresq, hearing some doubt 
expressed to Mr. Payn by Mr, Gallichan (who had come on board 
from the Birkenhead, as a mere passenger to shore) as to the safety 
of his course, gave the order ‘‘ Kase her!’’—an order which for- 
tunately mitigated, although it was too late to prevent, the violence 
of the strike. ‘The consternation of all on board at the moment of 
the collision may be more easily imagined than described ; but 
owing to the coolness of Captain Dumaresq and his officers, and 
the exertions of Major Hogarth, and the officers commanding the 
troops, and to the disciplined obedience of the men, no panic ensued. 
The troops remained in their places. Captain Dumaresq then got 
all the Cuckoo’s steam up, ordered the troops en masse astern, to 
keep her bows as much as possible from the water, and happily suc- 
ceeded in driving her, just beyond the harbour’s entrance, Into 
shallow water, the vessel slightly canting over towards her larboard 
side as she took the ground, All the troops on deck were then 
safely landed in boats, leaving nothing behind them but two or 
three muskets, which were afterwards found in the harbour, With 
some 40 men, prisoners and invalids, below decks, main force had 
to be used by the sailors to get them upon deck, and thence into 
the boats, so stupefied were they by their sudden disaster: all, how- 
ever, were got on shore without personal accident to any one of 
them. Fortunately, Captain Dumaresq had declined taking on 
board from the Birkenhead, for that passage, any of the wives or 
children, or baggage, of the men, and much loss of life was, it 18 
probable, in consequence prevented, ‘They, and the rest of the 
troops (169 men) and the baggage, were subsequently brought to 
shore by the Polka steamer, and by the Birkenhead’s and other 
boats, and the entire depdt—men, women, and children—642 souls 
in all |-—were eventually landed in security. On the fall of the tide 
it was found that the Cuckoo had received extensive injury 1n her 
starboard bow. 


Burenary at Loxwoov,—Last week the house of 
Mr. W. Penfold, at Headsfold-common, was entered by three men, 
who had on masks, and were armed with great sticks. Mr. G. 
Seward (who also lived in the house) was awakened from sleep, 
and saw the thieves standing by his bedside. He asked them what 
they wanted, and the reply was, ‘* We want money, and money 
we'll have; it is such as you that hoard up your money while we 
are starving.’ They then departed, carrying off a satinwood work- 
box, in which were a £5 Bank of England note, six sovereigns, and 
two ds. pieces, a gold seal, with G,§.’’ in old English upon it, 
and a silver hunting watch, &e. The thieves robbed Mr. Penfold 
of about £10 in cash, and his pass-book with the Guildford Savings 
Bank. ‘There is little doubt but these fellows were well acquainted 
with the premises, and where money was to be had. A reward has 
been offered for the apprehension of the burglars. 


Daring Ourrace anv Ronsery—Early on Friday 
morning a most daring outrage and robbery, such as has not been 
witnessed in Edinburgh for some time, was committed in the house 
No. 18, Leopold-place, by a man who has, unfortunately, escaped. 
It appears that Miss Sinclair, the lady who occupies the house, was 
awakened between one and two o’clock by a noise in her bedroom 
(which is in the back part of the building), when, to her great 
alarm, she discovered a man standing by her bedside, holding a 
pistol in one hand and a candle in the other. His features were 
disguised by red paint, and the first remark he made, after the 
exclamation that escaped the lady, was a demand for the sum of 
£10. Miss Sinclair stated that she had not the sum at hand, and 
her niece, a girl about thirteen years of age (who slept in the same 
bed with Miss Sinclair), rising up, confirmed her statement. The 
fellow immediately stepped forward and presented the pistol at the 
girl’s head, which caused her to fall back in bed in the greatest 
alarm, He then demanded to know where the silver plate was 
kept; and, in answer to a question by Miss Sinclair how he came to 
know such an article was in the house, he replied that one of her 
servants had informed him of the fact, From the menaces and 
threats he employed Miss Sinclair found it necessary to rise, her 
reluctance to leave her bed having elicited from the ruffian a rude 
ejaculation that there was no time left to dress. Subsequently 
Miss Sinclair locked the robber in a room and called loudly for the 
police, but the villain in the mean time contrived to escape. 


IncENDIARISM.—Dry Drayron.—On Saturday night 
last a fire broke out on the premises of Mr. Kidman. Mr. Kidman 
and his family were at supper, when his mother suddenly exclaimed 
that she saw a light at the end of the barn facing the house. Mr. 
Kidman immediately rushed out, and found that the barn at the 
south-west corner of the homestead (which, with the house, formed 
nearly a square) was on fire. The flames spread rapidly, and Mr. 
Kidman had barely time to rescue his horses and some other stock 
in the strawyard before the whole of the buildings Were in flames. 
The fire burned fiercely, spreading along two sides of the yard, 
consuming rapidly hovels, a range of barns and thrashing-floors, 
nag and carthorse stables, cowhouses, piggeries, &¢. and a valuable 
stack of hay which stood behind the buildings near where the fire 
broke out; some other stacks, however, in immediate contiguity 
to this were saved. So soon as the buildings in Mr. Kidman’s 
homestead were consumed, the fire spread to two cottages at the 
side, each being jointly occupied, the one by Messrs. Willimott and 
Kidman, and the other by Messrs. Stanford and Trevis: the first 
of these was thatched and the other slated. ‘The occupants had 
barely time to save their furniture, though much injured by removal, 
There is no doubt that the fire was caused by an incendiary.——

Faran AFFRAY NEAR BerKELEY, GLOUCESTERSHIRE, 
Last week the anniversary of a village benefit society was cele- 
brated at Newport, near Berkeley, Gloucestershire. As 1S cus” 
tomary on such occasions the event was the pretext of a general 
holiday in the village, the day’s rejoicing being brought to a close 
with a rustic and somewhat boisterous dance at the village inn. 
Among the female dancers was a young woman named Knight, 
daughter of Mr. Daniel Knight, farmer, of Woodfall, near Berke- 
ley. Miss Knight, it would appear, had gone to the inn without 
the consent of her father, who, upon ascertaining where she was, 
fetched her away; and, having conducted her part of the way home, 
returned to his avocation in the field, Miss Knight, however, 
Instead of going home returned to the dance. Much irritated, Mr. 
Knight returned to the inn with a riding-whip in his hand, and 
severely chastised his daughter in the presence of the assembled 
merry-makers. This conduct excited some of the young men pre- 
sent, and they followed after Mr. Knight and his daughter, and 
upon coming up with them commenced a severe attack upon the 
father, leaving him at last senseless upon the road, where he was 
sometime afterwards discovered by the police, profusely bleeding 
from the head and very much bruised about the body. ‘The unfor. 
tunate man lingered two days, when he died. Five men were taken 
into custody, named John Newman, William Fethey, William 
Lovell, George Iles, and D. Rickards, and they were remanded to 
await the coroner’s inquest, which was held at the Crown Inn, 
Newport. A post-mortem examination of the body having been 
made, it was discovered that a great extravasation had taken place 
upon the brain. The inquest was held before W. J. Ellis, Ksq., 
and a verdict of “ Manslaughter” having been returned against 
Fethey, Newman, and Lovell, these men were committed upon the 
coroner’s warrant for trial at the next Gloucestershire assizes. Iles 
and Rickards were liberated. 


Courageous Conpucr oF A CLERGYMAN.—AS the 
Rey. Thomas Bull, of Corby, was driving between Harborough and 
Farndon, last week (says the Northampton Herald), he observed 
in a field adjoining the road a ring formed and two men engaged in 
a pitched battle. Alone and unattended, he, leaving his horse and 
gig under the care of a person in the road, immediately making his 
way up to the assembled crowd, rushed through the ring formed 
and separated the combatants, keeping them from each other at 
arm’s length and calling upon them to desist from such a disgrace- 
ful proceeding. ‘To this the men actually engaged seemed disposed 
to acquiesce, overawed by the rev. gentleman’s firm tone and deci- 
sive manner. The crowd, however, composed, as 1s usual, of 
“‘navvies”” and some of the lowest characters, finding that the 
brutal sport which they were enjoying was likely to come to a close, 
commenced assailing ‘the reverend gentleman with hooting and 
hissing, threatening to knock him down and settle him if he 
persisted in interru ting their sport. Nothing daunted, however, 
by their threats and violent conduct, Mr. Bull boldly faced some of 
those who were most vociferous in their declaration of doing him 
some bodily injury, and told them that, although he knew himself 
alone and unsupported, he cared not the least for their threats, 
and, daring any one to lay a finger on him, he boldly and firmly told 
them he was resolved not to leave the field till the men had put on 
their clothes; and, the field being cleared, an end was put to such a 
disgraceful proceeding. The mob, seeing how determined the rey. 
gentleman was, and overawed by his bold and unflinching bearing, 
immediately dispersed, some of those who had been most violent in 
their threats and abuse declaring that he was a brave fellow, and 
that no one should touch or molest him. Such courageous conduct 
is worthy of imitation, although, in his praiseworthy endeavour to 
put a stop to so brutalizing an exhibition, the rev. gentleman ran a 
great personal risk. A question naturally arises, where were the 
police ? 


Tan JUNIPER-GREEN Murpur.—The High Court of 
Justiciary met on Thursday, the lords present being—Lord Mon- 
creiff, Lord Cockburn, and Lord Ivory.

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RESIDENCES OF THE NOBILITY. 
BURLEIGH-HOUSE. 


This magnificent edifice stands about a mile from Stamford, in 
Lincolnshire, and is the seat of the Marquis of Exeter. It is one 
of the noblest remains of the age of Elizabeth, and was erected by 
the Lord Treasurer Burleigh. ‘The hall, embellished with sca- 
gliola marble, is superb and striking; and the grand staircase was 
painted, in 1798, by Stothard. Its gallery of paintings is one of 
the finest in the world, and contains numerous specimens not only 
by the ancient masters, but by the moderns also, A Carlo Dolce, 
and a portrait of the Marchioness of Exeter by Lawrence, are 
among the gems of the collection. 

The grounds in the vicinity of the residence are beautiful for 
situation; and as we enter the precincts of the “house” we are 
greeted by a raven, which looks as dignified as its brethren were 
wont to do in the ages of chivalry. 

The town of Stamford is of great antiquity, formerly Lares 
fifteen churches, only six of which now remain; they are wel 
bailt, but contain sothline remarkable, excepting that of St. Martin, 
situated on the other side of the Welland, in the county of North- 
ampton, which is adorned with several monuments of the Cecil 
family. Cecil Lord Burleigh, the minister of Elizabeth, was 
buried here. In St. Martin’s cemetery is interred Lambert, of 
Leicester, who weighed 739 \bs. This town contains a town-hall, a 
theatre, several charitable institutions, and the ruins of a Bene- 
dictine priory, first established in the seventh century. 

About two miles beyond Stamford is Bridge Casterton, where

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It is called in the playbills “a satirical and politico-economical 
Whitsuntide morality.”” We remember a piece at the Princess’s, 
some two or three years ago, upon the same turn of thought—we 
mean as to the morality of the design; it was there called ‘The 
Spirit of Gold,” and, as in this case, went to prove that gold, mis- 
applied, did not lead to happiness. In the present instance the 
Piece is taken in the comic vein, and very admirably put together. 
All the jokes are good, most of them new, and what are not are 
unquestionably quite ‘‘as good as new.” The piece opens with 
‘A Slice out of Space,” which introduces a young personifi- 
cation of “Old Time”? (Mr. Henry Farren), who tells you much 
that has not much to do with the story, sings a song very well, and 
exits; then comes ‘ The Metal’s Home.” Here we have 
mammon, as King Gold (Mr. G. Cooke), who is determined to 
let a mortal find out the secret that gold is no better than he should 
be if improperly employed ;so allows the alchemist, Paracelsus (Mr. 
Leigh Murray), to discover the philosopher’sstone, a grain of which 
restores him to youth and allits enjoyments. He has an impudent 
Serving girl, named Kiitcheux (Miss Marshall), and a very sprightly 
pretty maid she was; and ano less impudent serving man, named 
Vlatz (Mr, Compton), and a more perfect Flatz never appeared 
before the flats. These two worthies, seeing the change that has 
taken place in Paracelsus, think they will take Paracelsus’s place ; 
so, calling him an impostor, turn him out of doors, and, ultimately, 
blow themselves out of the window. Paracelsus, being turned out, 
falls in with a young maiden who sells ‘ beautiful blue violets” 
(Mrs. Stirling), who not only gives him a bunch of flowers, but a 
bundle of good advice into the bargain. They of course fall in 
love. He recovers the philosopher’s stone which had been taken 
from him by his servants, and now gives way to all the ennui en- 
gendered by wealth. Having nothing to do, he becomes tired of 
idleness, and sighs for poverty. King Gold has given him the 
choice of the Lady Louise d’or (Miss Adams) ; but, she being “an. 
heiress made of money,” he prefers the poor flower-girl, and is 
about to fling away the stone, but she prevents him, telling him that 
gold is either a blessing or a curse according how it is employed. 
He now determines to make everybody rich, which soon puts an end 
to industry, by which people find that upon gold alone they cannot 
exist ; thence arises a rebellion, and their benefactor, as he intended 
to be, has to fly for his life. ‘The industrious flower-girl, who has 
depended alone upon her own exertions, has it in her power to save 
Rim, and the ‘ morality ’’ ends by a tableau representing Industry 
as the only true philosopher’s stone. The piece was admirably 
acted throughout; and the scenery, by Mr. Chalders (if he be a 
young artist), holds out a promise of future excellence, ‘There was 
great imagination in more than one of the scenes, and, when we 
take the confined space of the theatre into consideration, the effects 
produced were really astonishing. ‘This is decidedly the best Whit- 
suntide piece produced. The theatre was very full. We find that 
the last three weeks of the farewell performances of that charming 
actress, Mrs. Glover, are announced ; she is one of the very few 
remaining of the good old stock, for the like of which we fear we 
shall have long to wait. 


MARYLEBONE.—The performances here on Whit-Monday 
were Shakspere’s ‘‘ King John” and a serio-comic spectacle called 
‘The Woodman’s Spell,”’ adapted to the stage by Mr. G. Stirling, 
from a tale by Alfred Crowquill.

Fig. 1. Carriage Costume.—Dress of bright ca 
green silk; the skirt with three deep flounces pinked 
at the edges, The corsage high and plain, Mantelet 
of very pale lilac silk, trimmed with two rows of 
lace de laine of the same colour, and each row of 
lace surmounted by passementerie. The lace extends 
merely round the back part of the mantelet, and 
the fronts are trimmed with passementerie only, 
Bonnet of white crinoline, with rows of lilac ribbon 
set on in bouillonnées. The bonnet is lined with 
white crape, and the under-trimming consists of 
bouquets of lilac and white flowers. Straw-coloured 
kid gloves. White silk parasol. 

Fig. 2, Promenade Dress.—Mantelet and dress of 
drab.coloured watered silk. The dress has a front 
trimming in the tablier style, composed of rows of 
scalloped lace de laine of the colour of the silk. A 
shawl mantelet of the same material as the dress, 
edged with one very deep row of black lace, and 
above it several rows of drab-coloured dentelle de 
laine like that in front of the dress. Bonnet of 
white crape lisse, covered with bouillonnées of 
white tulle, drawn lengthwise, and between each 
drawing a ruche of very narrow white ribbon. A 
bouquet of lilac laburnum on the left side, and small 
sprigs of the same for the inside trimming. Gloves 
of lilae kid, 


GENERAL OBSERVATIONS ON FASHION 
AND DRESS. 


The setting in of fine weather has brought into 
use a variety of materials adapted to summer walk- 
ing dresses, Besides many beautiful varieties of 
Chiné silks which have been introduced for the 
present season there are printed muslins and baréges 
of new and elegant designs, For muslins Per- 
sian and the sprigged patterns are most fashion- 
able. The favourite baréges are those with wreaths 
of roses. Tulips or any flowers of bright hues upon 
a brown ground are very much in favour, 

Many dresses of the thin kind of silk called Chiné 
have the skirts ornamented with pinked flounces, 
Others are in the redingote form, with trimmings 
up the front of the skirt. These front trimmings 
may be formed of frills of narrow ribbon. The cor- 
sage is open, and trimmed on each side with three 
narrow rows of ribbon, The row nearest the edge 
runs completely round the corsage, while the other 
rows reach only to the shoulder. Those dresses 
which are trimmed with flounces have the corsages 
edged with a fontange, pinked. The sleeves are 
pap either with a pinked fontange or with pinked 
Trilla, 

Many of the new mousseline de laine and mousse- 
line de soie dresses of the present season resemble 
the chalis which were so fashionable a few years 
ago; they are trimmed with flounces, and the 
corsages made either high or low, but always laid 
in folds, 

Tarletane, organdy, and India muslin are much 
worn this season in evening costume ; these dresses 
are generally trimmed with flounces. An evening 
dress of plain pink barége has just been made with 
three wide flounces, the edges of each finished with 
large scallops. A very pretty ball dress has been 
made with three jupes of white tulle, each gathered 
up by a bouquet of ivy. To the bouquet nearest the 
waist is appended asmall, light wreath of ivy droop- 
ing on one side; the corsage, & la Louis Quinze, is 
edged by a wreath of ivy, Another dress, of striking

NEW INVENTIONS AND 
IMPROVEMENTS. 


THE AMEMPTON CARRIAGE. 
This carriage, which we were invited to q 
examine last week, has been brought 
out by Mr. Edwin Kesterton, an emi- 
nent coach-builder of Long-acre. The 
object has been to form an open and 
close carriage in one. The plan is 
exceedingly ingenioue without com- 
plexity ; and the lightness and elegance 


of the vehicle are at once obvious. The e 
open carriage is constructed as a double en] 
step pair barouche, with a half head, | 
which is raised and lowered in the 

usual manner; and it is also furnished 


with a folding kneeflap, which is re- 
moved when the close carriage is form- 
ed. The front portion of the Amemp- 
ton to form the close carriage is made 
of framed work, with double concave 
corners at bottom, and quadrant glasses 
above, and furnished with doors, door 
glasses, and front glasses, made to rise 
and fall at pleasure ; the whole being 
surmounted or covered by a roof. This 
framework is secured to the head of the 
barouche by very simple fastenings, 
and drops into suitable recesses in the 
body of the carriage. The door glasses 
when down are received into the lower 
door, the same as in a carriage perma- 
nently closed, the doors having the 
same freedom in opening and shutting 
in whatever position the sliding glasses 
may be placed. The back of the car- 
riage, instead of being flat, is of a 
curved form, by which the sides of the 
back seat are shorter, rendering the 
carriage lighter in appearance, and at 
the same time more commodious in- 
side, This admirable invention 18 8e- 
cured under the New Designs Act. 


A New Vessev with A New Ric. 


In the year 1834 Mr. Henry Demp- 
ster, a pilot of Bombay harbour, Hon. 
East India Company’s service, first 
entertained the idea of building and 
rigging sailing vessels on a novel prin- 
ciple—for yachts. The ENGRAVING 
exhibits his model yacht when sailing 
with the wind a little abaft the beam. 
Mr. Dempster tested his inventions 1n 
India to the satisfaction of nautical 
men; but, there being few yachters at 
Bombay, he was recommended to come 
to Great Britain and bring tint his 
i ions. Twelve years agohecame — ; 
hemevand has Shel built oF iron working model yacht, 20 feet in 
length and six feet beam. With this model Mr. Dempster performed, 
at various ports in the Frith of Forth, Dunbar, Berwick-upon- 
Tweed, Newcastle, and Shields, some extraordinary nautical expe- 
riments. His vessel is singularly constructed. Her stem and 
stern posts rake until they meet at an angle below the centre of the 
hull, thus forming an angular keel, the angle below being about 
120 deg. This construction is for strength ; and to test it, when 
sailing at the rate of seven knots, she has been made to go over a 
rock (narrow at top ) where there was a foot and a half less 
water than her draug ht in the centres without sustaining damage. 
From her angular ormation she manauvres in a small compass. 
The peculiarities of the rig are described thus:—The vessel has 
three masts—fore, main, and mizen. The foremast rakes forward 
until the masthead plumbs the 
stemhead. The mizenmast 
rakes aft in a similar manner. 
The mainmast stands perpen- 
dicular in the vessel’s centre. 
On the heads of stem and stern 
posts swivels are fitted, where 
yards are secured at their 
middle. These yards go round 
clear of masts, and can be 
trimmed to any degree upon a 
circle, thus giving the fore and 
aft triangle-sails a double ad- 
vantage over all other sails 
constructed. 


For a number of years back 
Mr. Dempster has been a 
strong advocate for fishery im- 
provements. He has been 
urging on the fishermen in 
Scotland and Ireland to adopt 
decked welled vessels, and to 
use trawl nets, such as are 
used by our fishermen at Har- 
wich and Barking. His advo- 
cacy in Scotland has been 
productive of much good in 
consequence of the fishermen 
adopting his suggestions for 
trawling apparatuses. Mr. 
Dempster proposes to exhibit 
his experimental yacht on the 
Serpentine River, Hyde-park, 
in the year 1851. Although 
there are no rocks there to 
enable Mr. Dempster to make 
his yacht leap over them like a 
horse going over a five-barred 
gate, he proposes to erect an

TO MAKE MUSTARD. 

Do not buy very low-priced mustard 
powder ; it is sure to be adulterated, 
and is dear at any price. By buying 
a quarter of a pound at a time at a 
respectable shop, you will get the best 
mustard at the same rate you are pay- 
ing for it by the ounce atinferior shops. 
In making it for use, avoid the com- 
mon mistake of using boiling water: 
this will convert the meal into a stiff 
paste. On the other hand, cold water 
will not draw out the oil so plentifully 
contained in the meal. To make good 
mustard, take half an ounce of the 
powder, and half a teaspoonful of salt; 
to this add four teaspoonfuls of warm 
water, and mix it till it is quite 
smooth ; then put it into the cruet or 
pot. If mustard thus made be closely 
covered it will keep for some time.

FRYING, 
Of all the apparently simple modes 
of cookery (says the fa -famed Soyer 
in his ‘‘ Modern Housewife ”) there is 
none more so than that of frying, but 
yet how rare to meet with it done pro- 
perly. I believe it is to be attributed 
in a great measure to the idea that to 
do it well is expensive. I have, there- 
fore, made a series of experiments upon 
a plan such as should be followed in 
every private house, and I am con- 
vinced that to do it well is cheaper 
than doing it badly. The plan that I 
recommend you to adopt is, to obtain 
an iron or copper pan long enough for 
a good-sized sole, and six to eight 
inches deep, and fill three or four 
inches with fat—the skimming of the 
stock-pot, or, if that should not be 
sufficient, the kidney fat of beef, cut 
up, melted and strained. In wealthy 
establishments lard, and in some bacon 
fat, melted, is used, and for some 
articles olive-oil, which can only be 
used once; but in our less Juxurious 
homes I think the above is sufficient; besides, it has the ad- 
vantage of not requiring that great attention which the other 
does. When you have the fat on, before immersing the sub- 
stance you intend to fry, see that itis sufficiently hot by dipping 
your finger (not in the fat) but in a little water, and then hold it 
over the fat, so that a few crops go into it; if it spits and throws 
back the water it is sufficiently hot; or throw in a small dice of 
bread and take it out immediately; if it is firm or coloured it is 
hot enough; or, in frying of fish, before putting it in, lay hold of 
the head and dip the end of the tail, and, if it crisps it, then let the 
remainder goin. I have found, if due attention is paid to the pan 
to prevent it from burning, forty articles may be fried in it before 
it wants renewing; and I am certain it will be found cheaper than 
the common way of putting @ little fat into the frying-pan and 
turning the sole over and over, 
for then you are almost cer- 
tain of sending the grease up 
to the table, where it is not 
wanted. When the fat is not 
used it should be eraptied, 
while hot, through a sieve 
into an earthen pipkin, and 
covered with paper to prevent 
the dust going into it. For 
the purpose of frying, an iron 
wire basket, with a handle, is 
used, in which the object to be 
cooked is placed and thus in- 
serted in the liquid. The cost 
of this instrument is trifling.
